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Terrorists said ready for role 
in peace conference 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — ©x-Palestinian 
gources here said yesterday that 
leaders of the terrorist movement 
may attend the Middle Hast peace 
conference in a personal capacity, 
but the PLO is unlikely to partici- 
pate formally. The sources said this 
was the current trend of opinion 
within the ‘terrorist movement, but 
they stressed that no final decision 
had yet been taken and that inter- 
nal discussions were still under way. 

The English-language newspaper 
“Dally Star’ “wrote yesterday that 
it now appeared certain that the 
terrorist movement, “or at least 
most of it,” would be ready to take 
part in a peace conference including 
Israel. 

The paper's comment followed re- 
ports here on Wednesday that the 
Soviet Union had strongly urged the 
turrorists to take part in the hoped- 
for peace negotiations. 

“More important, the Palestinians 
appear to have given up, for the 
time being, their demand for the 
creation of a democratic state in 
Palestine of Arabs and Jews,” it 
said. 

‘The paper questioned whether Is- 
rael was ready to accept this. "The 
Israelie will have to ‘be soundly ‘de- 
feated before they acquiesce in a 
Palestinian State,” it said. 

The “Dally Star” added that the 
Israelis might, however, not need to 
crusade against a Palestinian State. 
“There are indications already that 
the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, currently in close align- 
ment with Iraq, will reject a Pales- 
tinjan ‘statelet’ and the Popular 
Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, the maverick of the ter- 
rorist movement, will try to outdo 
the PFPL,” it noted. 

Under tthe heading “The resist- 
ance movement and peace,” the Bei- 
rut newspaper "‘An-Nahar” said the 
Soviet Union had been one of the 
‘international parties pressing the 
terrorist movement to accept a po- 
litical solution tto the Middle East 
crisis. 

“This stand was conveyed to all 
Palestinian delegations which vistted 
Moscow and was particularly raised 
during a visit to Moscow early in 
1972 by Mr. Yasser Arafat," it 
added. * 

It noted that, in a recent speech, 
Soviet Communist Party leader Leo- 
nid Brezhnev had referred to the 
need for “achteving a just settlement 
to the refugee ‘problem, namely safe- 
guarding the legitimate rights of the

atomic facility 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Gov- 
ernment disclosed yesterday that an 
accident occurred on October 20 at 
its Oak Ridge, Tennessee, atomic 
facility, involving highly secret ex- 
perimental equipment. 

One experimental device was vir- 
tually destroyed and some others 


were damaged, an Atomic Energy 


Commission spokesman said. 
Disclosure of the accident — in 
which no one was reported hurt 
and the cause not yet determined 
— was held up for nine days be- 
cause the project is “a secret and 


sensitive one,” he said. The project 


is aimed at developing a new pro- 
cess for producing ‘uranium for 
weapons and power plants. 

The spokesman explained that
